general and special laws, which
make a volume of about 1,000

pages, 300 of which will be gener-
al laws, as against 190 pages two

years ago. The law requires the

state printer to get this work out
within ninety days after the ad-

journment of the legislature, which
falls on May 17th this time. Mr.
Baker has always complied with

that law, and expects this year
to have them in the hands of the
bindery by May 1st. The force in
